1. This action is responsive to tine amendments filed May 29, 2009. In the instant 
amendment, claims 1, 9, and 18 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1, 3-9, 11-18, 20, and 22-26 have been examined, and all remained pending 
claims are allowed (renumbered 1-22). 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (JavaOS) do not 
disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations recited in such manners in 
independent claim 1 "...an intermediate language compiler capable of compiling tlie 
application instructions, the runtime instructions and said at least a portion of said driver 
instructions into a combined set of native instructions executable by tine processor for 
interacting with the computing component, wherein the application instruction are 
optimized by eliminating conditional code and wherein a at least one runtime function is 
inlined" and similarly recited in such manners in other independent claims 9 and 18 
(Remarks, pp. 7-9). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims are allowed.
